pressure at the hydrants of at least 
100 pounds and the pumps would be 
working all the time to keep this up. 
Thera would, therefore, be no compari¬ 
son In the efficiency of the two sys¬ 
tems for fire-fighting purposes.

New York, April 13.—By the arrest of 
Frank Monato at Huntington, Ind., tbo 
mystery surrounding tlve murder of 
Julius Rosenhelmer at Pelham Manor 
on June 18th last year may be .solved. 

Mr. Rosenheimer was secretary of 
the London Needle Company and re¬ 
sided in a handsome estate at Pelham 
Manor with Ills wife. He was strolling 
among the shrubbery of his grounds at 
dusk when two men jumped from be¬ 
hind a clump of bushes and beat him 
to death. Mrs. Rosenheimer fainted, 
but her husband’s cries summoned as¬ 
sistance. 

The murderers, fled in haste after 
stealing their victim's watch, bearing 
his Initials. No cause for the attack 
was aver made public. There were sev¬ 
eral Italians camping In the neighbor¬ 
hood, and many Italians were arrested 
end soon released. 

A reward of $5,000 waa offered for the 
arrest of the assailants but this was 
withdrawn because of indiscriminate 
arrests.

Sir:—It has come to our attention 
that a public meeting is to be held 
Tuesday evening the 14th Inst, to dis¬ 
cuss. amoilg other matters, a by-law 
to authorize the expenditure of $70.- 
000 to Install a high pressure Are pro¬ 
tection system, having the harbor as 
a source of water supply.

Whn the matter of boulsvarding on 
Cook and 


Dunedin, Gardner. Gorman, 

Yates streets and Unden avenue come 
before the city council last night on the 
recommendation of the parks board 
that these thoroughfares should be 
Boulevarded, the mem b e r s oTOS coun¬ 
cil became decided and several aider- 
men seised the opportunity to protect 
on* the further boulevarding of streets 
and on the manner In which it has 
been carried out. 

Certain aldermen thought dilatory 
methods had prevailed, Alderman 
Cameron calling attention to Bellvllle 
street, saying It had been prepared a 
year ago and .wae not yet finished. He 
held that the new matters on the Ust 
submitted should not be taken up as 
It was evident they could not be com¬ 
pleted in a reasonable time if those al¬ 
ready in hand and which had been In 
hand for as long as twelve months, 
showed no signs of nearing completion. 

Alderman Henderson’s resolution for 
the carrying out of the boulevarding 
acted, as a * spark to powder and 
brought up a long discussion which be¬ 
came warm before the aldermen had 
said all they deelre to on the matter. 
When the question Anally came to the 
vote It was lost by five votes to four. 
Consequently the boulevarding work 
on the portions of the streets mention¬ 
ed will not be taken In hand. 

Alderman Henderson's resolution 
called for the completing of the boule¬ 
vards and the maintenance thereof on 
the following streets: Seeding, plant¬ 
ing tre»s and laying water pipes on 
both sides of Dunedin street, between

Cariboo Gold Fields 


The British steamship A. J. Fuller, 
in command of Captain Haskell, has 
arrived at San Francisco from New- 
odU after one of the roughest voy¬ 
ages 'ever experienced by u vessel of 
her class across th.e Pacific ocean. She 
sailed from the Australian 'port on Jan¬ 
uary 1st and rah Into strong sales from 
the southeast and northeast In the vi¬ 
cinity „of Pitcairn Islands. Rig seas 
shipped over the forerastle of the ves¬ 
sel and washed her decks, and for sev¬ 
eral days she was. able to make but 
small headway in the teeth of the gale. 

On February 18th the vessel reached 
one of the Islands of the Pltcdlrn 
group, and.two boats full of natives 
came to the ship with fresh fcKid. veg¬ 
etables,' fruit and chickens, which they 
traded to the nhjp’s officers for cloth¬ 
ing. The natives reported that the 
British ship Carnovon Bay hnd called 
there February 17th and the barquen- 
tlne Amaranth had called February 
lOtfc 

The. A- J. Fuller crossed the equator 
March 4th and again struck gates, and 
.this time the vessel sprung aleak, 
which necessitated the working of the 
-pumpe night and day until she arrived 
In port. ‘The trip was as rough a pas¬ 
sage as I ever experienced," said Cap¬ 
tain Haskell on arrival.

Confirmation of the death.of.William

ter AUlott, the father of one of the 
victims of the fatality at his home at 
Oak Bay.avenue, in a letter received 
from his son Alex, who is at the mine 
and was present at the time of the ac¬ 
cident. The letter says that communi¬ 
cation of the fatality has been sent to 
the. relatives of Mr. Bowly in Eng¬ 
land, asking that his body may be 
burled beside that of his comrade with 
whom he died In trying to save hts life. 
The heroic action of William 8. .Al- 
llott is told In the brother's letter aa 
follows: 

"Will died game, he could easily have 
got out In time, but for the fact that 
Bowly’s feet were caught In the lag- 
gin. and Will stayed to help him out. 
There were three of them In the face 
of the drirt and they had the car TllleT 
for the last time that day, and were 
Joking a little before leaving off work, 
tfhen the cave-fn occurred without any 
warning at all. 

"Will’s first words were to the 
Swede: ‘Andrew, are you hurt?* and 
then to Bowly, ‘Old man, are you hurt?* 
At that time, there was a hole large 
enough for a man to get through, and 
Andersen crawled out. then he gave 
Will a candle, and Will started to dig 
Bowly’s feet out, then another slough 
occurred, and cut everything off. If 
Will could have seen the boys work¬ 
ing to get him out. I know he would 
have been* happy, for the drift was 
taking weight steadily for a day after¬ 
wards, and every man who worked in 
It was risking hlB life. I am glad the 
Swede got out, so that we know Will 
gav«TTils life to help Ed. and I know 
he would rather be where he is than

If any proof were wanting that the 
seven-day service between Puget 
Bound. Victoria and San Francisco, 
now being given by the Pacific Coast 
Company's steamships City of Puebla 
and Umatilla has become Inadequate. 
It could be found In the fact that the 
first-named steamship came into port 
this morning with four hundred pas¬ 
sengers and freight overflowing from 
her holds on the decks. 

The total cargo carried was In the 
neighborhood of 2,200 tons, and the 
passengers included 110 second class, 
among them being many Chinese who 
are going north from Seattle to work 
in the Alaskan canneries. On board 
were the French and Italian cars In the 
International New York to Paris race 
and their crews. The Italian car Zust. 
in charge of M. Slrtort, was the first 
to reach San Francisco, but was un¬ 
able to make connection for Seattle, 
and consequently the French car De 
Dion picked op the few days It had 
lost 

As the American Thomas Flyer, 
which gained two full weeks on the 
two nearest competitors, has found the 
Alaskan route Impossible, it Is probable 
that, upon its return to Seattle, the 
three cars will set out on a equal foot¬ 
ing, and that the management of the 
race which d^lored In favor of Alaska 
in the face of the competitors’ objec¬ 
tions, will deride on a direct crossing 
to the Orient.
